WATER AS A MOTOR. 


IT WILL DO MOST OF THE LAdOK 


NOW DONE BY STEAM.

Ttoe closing years of the ninc-wntfc 


eeutury are usiu-ring in a change uiar« 
important in its significance than any 
that has preceded it, even in thiscen-" 
tury of progress. This change is fore 
shadowed by the striking developments 
of water power for industrial purposes 
that have been witnessed in both Eu- 
rope and America during the Iiu>C fcii 
years—developments which would ap, 
pear to point to tbe substitution of wa- 
ter power for steam power ia industry 
at »>ome future date and to the transfer 
of the chief manufacturing industries 
from those countries rich in the posses- 
sion of coal to those rich in the posses- 
sion of this modern rival of coal—name- 
ly, water. The recent development has 
been chiefly due to the progress of elec- 
trical science, and the successful appli- 
cation of water power on a large scale 
to industrial purposes adds one more to 
the large number of triumphs with 
which the electrical engineers of the 
present age must be credited. 


The water wheel has been replaced 


by the turbine, which can be adapted 
to any head of water and by means of 
which water powers of the greatest 
magnitude may be successfully develop- 
ed for industrial purposes. The head of 
water under which the old mill wheels 
were worked rarely exceeded 20 feet, 
and was generally much below that 
limit Today beads of water of 140 fe«t 
and 210 feet are being nsed at the two 
power plants at Niagara Falls, and at 
Fresno, in California, there is a water 
power plant working nnder a bead of 
1,400 feet 


When it is remembered 
that the 


height or head of water is one of the 
factors which determine the amount of 
energy developed, the significance of 
these figures is apparent. As regards 
the amount of power developed under 
the old system, 100 horsepower might 
be regarded as a maximum. Today 
there are at Niagara single turbines 
which produce 5,000 horsepower, and 
there is no proof that even these enor- 
mous wheels represent the limit in size 
which may not be safely exceeded. 


Even more important than the results 


which have come from the substitution 
of the turbine for the older water wheel 
are those which have been produced by 
the introduction of electric transmis- 
sion. Iu tho older system the machinery 
in the mill had to be coupled directly 
to the water wheel by shafting and 
gearing, and hence these old nulls were 
necessarily built upon the banks o* th° 
rivers and streams which provided them 
with power. In tho modern system of 
transmission by alternating electric cur- 
rents tho mechanical energy developed 
by the turbine is converted on the epot 
into electrical energy by mnuis of tli 
dynamo, and this electrical eucnry is 
then curried by air lines to the locality 
where it is to be u?ed. Thus the modern 
factory or iinll driven by waU r power 
ucfd not necessarily bo situated iu 
mountain locked vallov-s mile.s fr.un tho 
nearest railway ami rtinntn from tho 
industrial '-enters of tho district It may 
be built wherever llu- natural suvl cc" 
nomic condition-, aio mnsfc favoriiblu to 
tho manufacture, iuid the cloctin-al en- 
ergy developed miles away can lx> de- 
livered at the factory by an air cable as 
easily us w au*r may bo delivered thn >ugh

the prospect of this total being increas- 
ed to 150,000 when the Niagara schema 
is completed. In addition to this thprd 
are a very large number of smaller 
plants in operation in tho mining dis- 
tricts of Colorado and Nevada. Switzer- 
land occupies thy second place with 
82,000 horsepower This will be m- 
creas-cd to 48,000 when tho second wa- 
ter power plant on tho Rhone, ne-\r Ue 
nt'va, is completed. France follows w ith 
lh, uOO horsepower, which will be in 
creased to 80,000 by tho completion of 
the power plant near Lyons. Germany 
has only cue water power of nny mag- 
nitude, that at Kiitinfeldeu.

OIL MAKKET IN THE I"A.-T. 


In view of the present dlscour- 


agtngiy low price of oil and probabii- 
ty of the market declining still fur- 
ther, some statistics regarding mar- 
ket conditions in the past may not be 
amiss. 


In January, I860, crude oil in Titus- 


vine was wor;b (19 25 a barrel. 
In 


the same month of 1862 it was selling 
for 10 cents. In December of 1864 it 
was worth til, while the opening of 
8til saw tbe figure fall to 11.85. Up 
to tbe discovery of tbe Bradford field 
tbe price rarely fell below a dollar a 
wrrel, and since 1878 dollar oil has 
been the exception rather than the 
rule, though In 1895, when everybody 
n the business went wild for a few 
days, the market soared up to $2 60 
on April 18. From tbat point the 
decline wan rapid. Throughout 1896 
and 1897 the tendency has been down- 
ward, not only below the dollar mark, 
but below 70 cents for tbe eastern 
>roduct and below 40 cents for the 
•estern. 


The low price of oil has led many 


a producer to neglect his wells. In- 
stead of cleaning out and encouraging 
additional flow of crude, he has re- 
used to spend any money to assist 
the production, and tbe oil wells of 
he country are in no condition to do 
their best.

The contracts are du- 
ly executed before a notary, and the 
village priest blcases the departing con- 
voy of little ones. There are no statis-^ 
tics of the mortality among them, but 
it was calculated formerly that of 100 
children uikeu from their homes by pa- 
drones 20 rt-rarnetl home at the end fit 
their period of slavery, 30 settled per- 
manently in their new surroundings, 
and the other 50 died, and in view ol 
the condition.-; in which they find them- 
selves at tho glass works there is uo 
reason to suppose that the mortality is 
any less now 
Their ages vary from 11 


IS years. 
Thu French law forbids 


th*> employment of children less than 
18 years old at such work, but that it 
evaded easily. Their services are sold 
to the manufacturers at from $7 to f 18 
a month, according to the locality, and 
they work ten hours a day. The pa- 
drones pocket all their wages and some- 
times even the gratuities that may be 
distributed among the employees of an 
establishment: upon special occasions. 


Their condition in the factories ia de- 


scribed as shocking. 
They work in a 


superheated atmosphere, charged in ad- 
dition with noxious gases, and are con- 
stantly exposed to severe accidents, 
while their injuries do not receive prop- 
er treatment. They are especially sub- 
ject to lung troubles. Bad as their nor- 
mal state is, in many cases it is aggra- 
vated by the brutality of the regular 
workmen, who hate them both for being 
Italians and for working at far below 
the regular scale of wagea. They are 
naturally ill fed. A magistrate who 
was called npon to make an investiga- 
tion in a certain case found that their 
chief fare was soupe am iegmnes and 
bread, with occasionally a bit of cheese 
and some wine, but never any meat. It 
is estimated that the cost of sustenance 
of these children ranges from 5 to 8 
cents a day each to the padrone. la one 
case the cost, ot feeding 13 of the little 
slaves was found to be 40 cents a day. 
The children are as wretched in appear- 
ance as is tu be expected. They aro 
lodged ia ill smelling tenements, threo 
and four on a mattress of sodden straw, 
with rarely any covering, even in win- 
ter. They are clothed in rags, for tho 
padrones do not permit them to carry 
any luggage from their homes to save 
expense. 


The number of these children can 


only be guessed at. It is estimated that 
in two departments 1,300 are employ- 
ed. More children are constantly being 
brought into France from Italy to tako 
the place of those who dio or becomo 
incapacitated for work and to supply 
the increasing demand for cheap labor. 
So great has the demand become of late 
that girls as well as boys are being sold 
by their parents. The attention of the 
French and the Italian governments has 
been called to the matter, and the trade 
will be regulated if not suppressed. — 
Exchange. 


Platinum. 


A report issued by the Russian gov- 


ernment on the production of platinum 
in that country shows that Russia stands 
first in the world in tho yield of that 
metal, the amount reaching some 40 
times the product obtained by all the 
rest of the world. It appears that in the 
year 1880 the quantity produced was 
reckoned at nearly 3,000 kilos. In 189^ 
it reached more thau 4,400, the amount 
increasing up to the last year, when it 
diminished on account of the •unfavor- 
ably wet weather in summer. Curious- 
ly enough, though this strange motal ia 
fonnd in the southern Ural, the manner 
of its being worked up is unknown in 
Russia. This is done in Germany, to 
which country the platinum is exported 
in a crude state, and whatever Russia 
requires of the worked up article it has 
to buy back of Germany 
Tho price at 


present named is 900 marks, or about 
f2io, for one kilo of crude platinum in 
Russia. Small quantities of tho rtill 
rarer n,etal, mdiun:, arc found m mm 
me for platinum.
